Mechanics in Winnipeg get from $2.25 to 
$2.75, but it is only very good men who can 
obtain the latter figure, Laborers in the city 
get $1.50 to 31.75 aday, and harvest hands 
$25 to 8830 a month and board. 

Agitations are going on in several parts of 
Ontario to have farmers’ produce weighed by 
public weighers when it is brought to town 
for sale, The farmers complain that they are 
frequently defrauded by unscrupulous dealers 
who use their own scales,

The Winnipeg board of aldermen have 
voted down the following reforms which have 
been proposed as part of the new city charter: 
The right of women to vote ; compelling citi- 
zens to pay their municipal taxes before ex- 
ercising the privileges of the franchise; vote 
by ballot ; a permanent auditor, 

The corner stone of the new St. John’s col- 
lege, Winnipeg, has been laid. The erection 
of the wing which is being built at present 
was begun about two months ago. It will 
cost about 870,000, The entire building when 
completed will cost about $250,000, It will 
be a brick structure erected on a stone foun- 
dation, 


Mr. Norquay proposed to raise the fee for 
inarriage licenses trom $6 to $7.50, but the 
increase Was protested against asa relic of 
barbarism and the bill was allowed to stand 
over, The fee in the North-West is only 83, 
and in cases where it is not convenient to 
procure a license it may be dispensed with 
altoyether., 

The Primitive Methodist colonization com- 
pany, north of Qu’Appelle, is having trouble 
With its settlers. The company is trying to 
exact an additional 310 for homestead entry, 
Phe settlers have already paid 35 more than 
the government fee, and they show a strong 
disposition to resist the additional levy, As 
far as regards numbers the colony is a suc- 
cess, About a dozen wintered on the place 
last year, and now there is a settlement of 
between 130 and 150, 


Since the opening of the Thunder bay 
branch of the C.P.R. there has been a reduc- 
tion of freight rates by the all-rail routes 
which shows that the monopoly is broken. 
And not only this but instead of their former 
hanghty independence, railway officials have 
become extremely Obsequious to customers. 
They advertise that they will pay the fees for 
bonding, entry, and cancellation of bonding 
certificates, which have heretofore been 
charged to shippers. The new freight rates 
cover the entire cost of transportation, and 
freight will come through without breaking 
bulk until delivery is made in Manitoba

Hitherto they have been 
under the necessity of sending their rolling 
stock, both cars and engines, to St. Paul for 
repairs.

McKay's saw 
mill commenced running last week. A Pres- 
byterian mission station has been organized 
in McBeth’s settlement; the contract for 
completing the church has been let. Ward- 
rope & McLeod have been laying out town 
lots in Kinistino, They report twenty-seven 
buildings in process of erection in the neigh- 
borhood. Auction sales are the order of the 
day—dry goods and town lots, The cargo 
which the Marquis was obliged on account of 
the lowness of the water to discharge at the 
Forks included several self binders which it 
will be difficult to get forward in time for 
harvest. Thos. Welsh and G, W. Scott have 
arrived with an outfit of general goods, A 
meeting called to elect school trustees failed 
for want of a quorum.
